THRIP — A  good  idea  is  to  plant  on  different  ground  each  year  and  as  special  precaution,  treat  or  soak 
in  a  solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury  (corrosive  sublimate)  before  planting,  using  one  ounce  to  7  gal.  water 
and  soak  7  to  8  horn's  if  bulbs  are  not  husked;  2  hrs.  if  bulbs  are  husked.
